Wasuineton, D. C., March 27.—The features 
of the session of the House were the vote upon 
the Democratic fiuance caucus bill, known as the 
Payne bill, for the substitution of subsidiary 
silver coin for fractional currency, which has 
come to be known as the Silver bill. The vote 
upon the Payne bill, while it settled none of 
the financial theories represented in the differ- 
ent bills before the House, did settle the fact 
that the Democrats are not likely to be able to 
bind that party to any definite action upon 
finance by means of caucus resolutious. The 
Payne bill was probabiy proposed by tbe 
bard or quasi hard-money wing of 
the caucus, for the reason that on last Monday 
Atkins, representing the soft-money faction of 
the caucus, pressed a vote upon a resolution pro- 
viding for the simple repeal of the Resumption 
act of 1875, without substituting any proposition 
looking to the ultimate resumption of specie 
payments. 

A COMPARISON OF THE VOTE 

of last Monday for the unconditional inflation 
resolution of Atkins with the vote upon the 
Payne bill to-day shows that the absolute infla- 
tionists are much the strongest in the 
The Atkins resolution received 109 
votes and 109 negative votes.

THE ENFORCEMENT ACTS. 
IMPORTANT DECISIONS, 
Mpecial Debate to The Chwcago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 27.—The United 
States Supreme Court to-day decided the Grant 
Parish case and the Kentucky election case, both 
involving to some degree the constitutionality 
of the Enforcement act. It had been expected 
that the Court would fully consider the main 
question in both these cases, but the decisions 
were rendered, for the most part, on questions 
of pleadings, and the case dismissed on a 
technicality. From an arbiter dictum in the 
Kentucky election decision, many of the lawyers 
at the Supreme Court Bar draw the inference 
that if a case shall be brought up directly in- 
volving the constitutionality of the Enforce- 
ment act the Court will decide the act uncon- 
stitutional.

FINAL DECISION IN THE GRANT PARISH CASE. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., March 7.— The decision 
of the Supreme Court in the Grant Parish case 
is very elaborate. It says there is nothing to 
show that the elections voted at were any other 
than Stato elections, or that a eonspiracy was 
formed on acedunt of race or parties, against 
whom the conspirators were to act. The charge, 
as made, is really of nothiog more than a con- 


spiracy to commit a breach of peace within a 
State. Certainly it will not be claimed that the 
United States have the power or are réquired to 
do mere police duty in States. If a State can- 
not protect itself against domestic violeuce the 
United States may, upon the call of the Executive, 
when the Legisiature cannot be convened, lend 
their assistance for that purpose. This is a 
guaranty of the Constitution (Art. 4, bec. 4), 
but it applies to no case like this. We are, 
therefore, of opimion that the first, second, third. 
fourth, sixth, seventh, ninth, tenth, eleventh, 
twelfth, fourteenth, and fifteenth counts do not 
contain charges of a criminal nature made in- 
dictabie under the laws of the United States, 
and that consequently they are not good and 
They do nos show that it was 
the intent of defendants by their conspiracy to 
hinder or prevent the enjoyment of any right 
grauted or secured by the Constitution. 
We come now to consider the fifth and thir- 
teenth, and eighth and sixteenth counts, which 
may be brought together for that purpose. The 
intent charged in the üfth and thirteenth is to 
binder and prevent parties in their respective 
free exercise and enjoyment of rights, priv- 
ileges, immunities, and protection granted and 
secured to them respectively as citizens of the 
United States, and as citizens of said State of 
Louisiana, for the reason that they, being then 
and there citizens of said State and of the 
United States were persons of African descent 
dd race, and persons of color, and not white 
citizens thereof, and in the eighth and six- 
teenth to hinder and prevent them in their sev- 
eral and respective persons in the free exercise 
and enjoyment of every, each, all. and singular, 
the several rights and privileges granted and 
secured to them by the Constitution amd laws 
of the United States. The same general state- 
ment of rights to be interfered with is found 
in the fifth and thirteenth counts. According to 
the view we take of these counts, the question 
is not whether it isenough in gene to de- 
scribe a statutory offense in the language of the 
statute, but whether the offense has here been 
described at all. The statute provides for the 
punishment of those who conspire to injure, op- 
threaten, or intimidate any citizen, with 
intent

to prevent or hinder his free exer- 

and enjoyment of any ht or 
privilege granted or secured to him by the Con- 
stitution or laws of the United States. These 
counts in the indictment charge in substance 
that the intent in this case was to hinder and 
prevent these citizensin the free exercise and 
enjoyment of every, each, all, and singular, the 
rights granted them by the Constitution. The 
accused has the right to have a specification of 
the charge against him in this respect in order 
that he may decide whether he should present 
his defense by motion to quash demurrer, or plea, 
aod the Court that it may determine whether 
the facts will sustain the indictment; so that 
the crime 16 made to consist in unlawful 
combination with an intent to prevent the en- 
joyment of any right granted or secured by the 
Constitution, etc. All rights are not eo granted 
or secured. Whether one is 80 or not is a ques- 
tion of law to be decided by the Court, not the 
prosecutor. Therefore the indictment should 
state the particulars to inform tbe Court as well 
as the accused: It must be made to sppear— 
that is to say, appear from the indictment with- 
out going further—that the acts charged will, if 
— support a conviction for the offense al-

If the case is provided 
for at all, it is because it comes under the ral pro- 
hibition against any wrongful act or unlawful obstruc- 
tion. In this particular we are therefore directly call- 
ed upon to decide whether a penal statute enacted by 
Congress with its limited powers, which provides in 
general language broad enough to cover a wrongful 
act without as well as within the Constitution, juris- 
diction cap be limited by judicial construction 80 as 
to make it operate only on that which Congress may 
rightfully prohibit and punish, For this purpose, 
we must take these sections of the statute as 
they are. We are not able to reject 6 part 
which is unconstitutional and retain the remainder, 
because it is not possible to separate that which is un- 
constitutional, if there be any such, from that which 
is not. The proposed effect is not to be attained by 
striking out or disregarding words that are in a sec- 
tion, but by inserting those that are not now there. 
Each of the sections must stand as a whole or fall alto- 
gether. The language is plain. There is no room for 
construction, unless it be as to the effect of the con- 
struction. , 

The question, then, to be determined iq whether we 
can introduce words of limitation into s penal statute, 
80 as to make it specific, when, as expressed, it is gen- 
eralonly. It would certainly be erous if the 
Legisiature could set a net large enough to catch all 
possible offenders, and leave it to the courts to step 
inside and say who could be rightfully detained and 
who should be set at large. This would to some ex- 
tent substitute the judicial for the legislative depart- 
ment of the Government. The courts enforce the 
legislative will when if within the con- 
stitutional grant of power. Within the legiti- 
mate sphere Congress is supreme and beyond 
control of the courts; but if it steps outside 
of its constitutional limitation, and attempts that 
which is beyond its reach, the Courts are authorized 
to, and, when called upon in due course of legal pro- 
ceedings, must, annul its encroachments upon the re- 
served power of the States and the le. To limit 
this statute in the manner now as for would be to 
make a new law, not to enforce an old one. This is 
no part of our duty. We must th ore decide that 
Congress has not as yet provided by ropriate ~ 
lation for the punishment of the offense charged in 
the indictment, and that the Circuit Court properly 
sustained the demurrers, and gave judgment for de-

This makes it ry to an- 
swer any of the other questions certified, 
mnce the law which gives the presiding 


Judge the casting vote in cases division, and au- 
thorizes a judgment in accordance with his opinion,

Wasuinoton, D. C., March 27.—Oneof the ro- 
cent mysteries of Washington has been the lavish 
manner in which Secretary Robeson spent money 
in the Navy Department last fall, just before 
the meeting of Congress. The appropriations 
for the current fiscal year were not such as to 
warrant putting the navy on a war footing at 
the time, and the officers through whose hands 
the accounts of the Department at that time 
passed, as well as unofficial observers, shook 
their heads doubtfully and predicted large de- 
ficiencies. But all have been disappointed. No 
large deficiency estimates have been submitted 
by the Secretary, and he bas, on more than 
one occasion, said that he was conducting the 
business of his department within the appro- 
priations, and that he should spend no more 
money than was voted by Congress. But now 
the House Committee on Expenditures of the 
Navy Department (Beebo, of New York, Chair- 
man) has made a discovery which lets in a flood 
of light on the financial management of Secre- 
tary Robeson. It seems that, instead of confin- 
ing his expenditures to the appropriations, he 
has been trenching on next years in- 
come. Drafts originating in London, and 
amounting in a single case to 9200. 
000, have been accepted by Secretary 
Robeson at four months, thus making their pay- 
ment fall within the next fiscal year. About a 
week ago Beebe sent a letter to the Seoretary of 


the Navy asking bim in relation to these accept- 


ances,—their amount, and the object for which 
they were given,—but no reply has yet been re- 
ceived.

The Convention of the Opposition party of 
the Town of Lake. was held in the Town-Hall 
yesterday afternoon, Mr. O. T. Northrup in the 
chair, aud Mr. J. B. Thomas acting as Secretary. 
Of the eighty-two delegates elected on Friday 
evening, only fifty were present. An effort was 
made to fill up the vacancies, which, after an 
hour’s work, resulted in inducing ten citizens 
present to act, there still being twenty-two 
absentees.

The ane finally adopted, which, while 
it did not make avy more delegates, still al- 
lowed the Convention to poll eighty-two votes, 
was that of Mr. I. F. Mack's contrivance.

CREAT BRITAIN. 
VICTORIA GOES ABROAD. 

Loxpox. March 27.—Quéen Victoria and the 
Princess Beatrice leave Windsor at twenty 
minutes to 4 o’clock this afternoon for Ports- 
mouth. They go to Cherbourg to-morrow in the 
yacht Victoria and Albert. Lord Derby, as Seo- 
retary of State, will accompany Her Majesty 
throughout the tour, 

SHIP WRECKED. 

The following details of the loss of the emi- 
grant ship Strathmore, from this port for New 
Zealand, have been received. The Strathmore 
struck rocks among the Crozet group of islands 
in the South Pacific, on the Ist of July, at half- 
past 4 o'clock in the morning, aud was wrecked 
immediately. Forty-four persons were drowned. 
The survivors saved nothing whatever, snd 
were upon the rock for six months, subsisting 
upon ses birds and their eggs. When they 
were rescued they were much emaciated and 
almost naked. Five bad died there from ex- 
posure aud want. The Captain of the Ameri- 
can whaler Young Phenix rescued them, sup- 
plied them with clothing, and treated them with 
great kindness.

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has reached a decision in the Grant Parish, 
La., cases, which were carried from the 
Louisiana Circuit Court for final determina- 
tion. The lower Court had decided that 
these cases did not properly come within the 
scope of the Enforcement acts; that they re- 
lated to offenses of which the State Courts 
should take cognizance. In other words, it 
was intimated that offenses of a similar class 
have always been punishable under State 
laws in other sections of the Union. 
This ruling the Supreme Court affirms 
in a lengthy decision, in which the 
whole subject of intimidation and election 
frands is exhaustively treated. A similar 
decision is rendered in the Kentucky election 
case, wherein the upper Court considers at 
great length the provisions of the Enforce- 
ment acts, and comes to the conclusion that 
Congress has not provided by appropriate 
legislation the punishment for the offense 


charged. It is, at least, curious to observe) 


the contrast between the legislative and ju- 

dicial views on this important subject when 

we place the recent debates in the Senate and 

these decisions side by side. 

THE SUPREME COURT AND THE PRESI- 
DENCY. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has always been the object of just pride to 
the American people. During its ninety 
years of existence, the Court has preserved 
its character as an able, fearless, and non- 
partisan tribunal—the Court of last resort. 
This has been the more difficult because of 
the appointment of these Judges from the 
ranks of those who had been more or less 
engaged in politics. While this has not been 
always the case, the pressure of party has 
been such that, since Gen. JacKSoNn appointed 


Jo McLean and Roczr B. Taney, the ap- 


pointments have been made from the friends 
of the party in power. It has, however, 
been a striking instance of the sanctity in 
which the office has been held by the Judges, 
that the decisions of the Court have gener- 
ally escaped the suspicion of being more in 
the interests of party than in accordance 
with law. This has been due largely fo the 
universal assumption by the people that the 


man who is appointed to the Supreme Bench 


takes the place for life, and that thenceforth 
he is utterly withdrawn from politics, and 
his future public life is to be devoted exclu- 
sively to the exalted duties of a high Judge. 

The Constitution contemplates this very 
result. Though it does not prohibit a Justice 
of the Supreme Court from aspiring to a po- 
litical office, it quietly assumes that, once ap- 
pointed, he will remain a Judge thenceforth 
for life. Political parties have acted upon 
this assumption, and more than one person 
who entertained vexatious aspirations to the 
Presidency has been suppressed. retired for- 
ever to the judicial office. It was thus that 
Gen. Jackson disposed of his ambitious Post- 
master-General, McLzan, who was using his 
office to promote his own political ends. At 
a later day, the Democratic party was relieved 
of the importunities of Lzvz1 Woopsvury by 
his appointment to the Supreme Court. At 
a still later day, it was thought that Mr. 
Cuasz’s Presidential aspirations were in like 
manner extinguished by alike appointment. 

Except Messrs. MoLman and Cuasz, no per- 
son appointed to that Court has ever after- 
wards professed a desire for the Presidency, 
and in both cases the popular distaste for the 
selection of a President from the Supreme 
Bench overruled even the judgment of per- 
sonal friends. The country has always shrunk 
from establishing a precedent so full of dan- 
ger and peril to public liberty, and so certain 
to end in the conversion of the Court into a 
mere partisan tribunal, where decisions would 
be the reflex of caucus cabals and party plat- 
forms; so the people have persistently re- 
fused to recognize the candidacy of any mem- 
ber of that Court for a political office. 

Some time ago many leading Republicans 
of Ohio, in searching after a candidate for 
the Presidency, settled down to the opinion 
that Chief-Justice Warrz would be an admira- 
ble selection; finally a letter was addressed 
him on the subject, to which he replied in 
terms which not only expressed his personal 
views, but reflected the views of the Ameri- 
can people generally as to the impropriety 
and impolicy of any Justice of the Supreme 
Court accepting or seeking the nomination for 
the 


public,—that of keeping the Supreme Court 
out of politics. Judge Davis is now 61 years 


ois, he having come hither from 
where he was born. He was never 


and Yares, and until 1860 had always opposed 
the Democratic party. In 1860 he was con- 
spicuous as a Republican, though then on 
the Circuit Bench in Central Illinois. He 
actively labored with Mr. Lixcotn to have 
his nephew, Henry Wiytes Davis, made 
Attorney General, but Mr. LOL made 
another choice. In 1862 he was appointed 
Justice of the Supreme Court. We do not 
propose to criticise his course as a Judge. 
No one distrusts his integrity nor his fair- 
ness, and, were it not for his implied candi- 
dacy for the Presidency, some of his opinions 
would not probably be supposed to have been 
prepared for the general instead of for the 
legal and judicial public, and as an expres- 
sion of his personal as well as of his judicial 
judgment. 

Our objection to Judge Davis for the Pres- 
idency is not a personal one. Politically, we 
know of no man in public life who has so 
firmly and consistently opposed the Demo- 
cratic party, or who more resolutely sus- 
tained the War and the reconstruction meas- 
ures of the Republican party. In point of 
ability he is the @qual of any man who has 
been of late years named as a Democratic 
candidate, and as the nominee of the Demo- 
cratic party his race would be that of Horacz 
GREELEY over again—his capital would be 
exhausted in thirty days. , 

Strong as is the national feeling against a 
third term, it is not so deep-seated and uni- 
versal as the national distrust of a political 
Supreme Court. The Supreme Court, once 
convicted of being partisan, sinks into public 


contempt. The moment the Supreme Court 


becomes recognized as a stepping-stone to 
the Presidency, it loses public respect agd 
confidence. Its members will no longer be 
regarded as Judges, but as so many Demo- 
cratic and so many Republican puliticians 
and political aspirants. The decisions will 
be held as the decisions of partisan majori- 
ties, to be reversed upon a change of the 
political majority. If one candidate be 
taken from the Bench, both may be; 
if the precedent be once fixed that 
the Judges of that Court are merely in 
training for the Presidency, then the Court 
itself will degenerate into a mere cabal of 
office-seeking politicians, rivals in begging 
nominations, and giving opinions as other 
demagogues to catch the applause of factions. 
The Judges of that Court e joy the profound 
respect and confidence of the people, as 
Judges ; but as Democrat and Republican 
partisans, seeking advancement as members 
of parties, the Court will fall into deep and 
merited popular contempt, and the American 
judiciary, fallen from its high estate, will de- 
generate to the level of a ward caucus. 

Our objection, and it is one universal 
among the American people, is not personal 
to Judge Davis, but will apply to the candi- 
dacy of any other Judge, or the nomination 
of one of those Judges by the Republican 
Convention. Political Courts, political 
Judges, office-seeking Judges, and Judges as 
candidates for Presidential honors, are held 
by the people, and will be treated by the 
people, as among the revolting abominations 
of corrupt and degenerate politica. Let us 
not commence the second century by destroy- 
ing the Supreme Court. 


THE CITY CERTIFICATES. 

The swashbuckler of the 7imes is making 
progress. In a new column of old verbiage 
he has actually approached a dim comprehen- 
sion of the difference between the substance 
and shadow in the discussion of the validity 
of the city certificates. He begins to admit 
that he has not meant to impeach the validity 
of the certificates themselves, except inas- 
much as they represent a debt unlawfully in- 
curred. Then he has failed with surprising 
persistency and singular stupidity to express 
his meaning in words, But even now, ad- 
mitting as he does in several places that it 
is the thing, city indebtedness, which the 
Constitution prohibits,” and that per se a 
form of words called a certificate is not pro- 
hibited by the Constitution at all,” even then 
the Times does not disavow the purpose of 
advocating the repudiation of these certifi- 
cates, which has been the logical sequence of 
his previous utterances on the subject. How- 
ever, having in some measure driven the 
Times into an acknowledgment of the real 
point in issue, it is now possible to discuss it 
with a better prospect of arriving at the ef- 
fects of the theory it advocates. : 

The real point in issue, then, which the 
Times now professes to understand, is wheth- 
er the city may lawfully become indebted for 
any purpose or in any manner, since the 
bonded debt of the city already exceeds the 
constitutional limitation of 5 per cent. If it 
may do so, then it is lawful to borrow the 
money to pay such indebtedness, and it is le- 
gal to issue certificates representing such in- 
debtedness to the city’s creditors or to bank- 
ers who may see fit to cash them. This can- 
not be denied. We now understand the 
Times to maintain that it is not lawful to be- 
come temporarily indebted for services, and, 
consequently, not lawful to issue certificates 
representing such indebtedness until the tax- 
levy therefor can be first collected and depos- 
ited in the City Treasury, and the indebted- 
ness discharged with such money. 

Let us take a case in illustration of the 
the Times latest position in this matter. 
The city is every day becoming indebted for 
services rendered by the police at the rate of, 
say, $60,000 a month; for the services of 
the Fire D ent at the rate of $50,000 a 
month; and for the services of the school- 
teachers at the rate of $60,000 a month,— 
making, we will say, $170,000 for the month 
of March for these three branches of the 
service. This will be due next Saturday, 
April 1, and payable under common usage 
and justice a few days later. But it is now 
known, and it was known at the time the city 
began to incur the indebtedness to these per- 
sons, that there will not be $170,000 of 
money in the City Treasury on the first day 
of April, from the collection of taxes, with 
which to pay off the indebtedness thus tem- 
porarily incurred. Yet those services have 
been contracted for and have been 
valuable, if not indispensable, to the 
city. The persons and property of the citi- 
zens have been protected from violence 
by the police; the Fire Department 
has saved the city from possible de- 
struction by fire; the teachers have 
been employed in instructing 40,000 children 
who would otherwise be running the streets 
and growing up in ignorance to be bad citi- 
zens. Heretofore we have understood the 
Times to object to the issue of certificates by 
which the indebtedness to these persons for 
their services could be discharged ; but now, 
as we understand the Times, the debt itself 
cannot be incurred lawfully, for the Times 
has been forced to admit that it is not the 
certificate that is prohibited by the Consti- 
tution, but the incurment of the debt. What 
then remains, if the Ines be correct in its 
latest position, but to discharge the police, 
the firemen, and the school-teachers? It is 
the act or fact of becoming indebted—that is, 


ef hiring the policemen, the firemen, and the 


school-teachers—which the Constitution pro- 
hibits. If they may be bargained with for 
services before the taxes are collected to pay 
them, as Tun Trrevnz contends may be 
done, then it is lawful to ,issue to each one a 
certificate for his or her month’s salary,— 
payable when the taxes are collecte:i,—or the 
city may have the certificates cashed bya 
bank and pay the proceeds to the employes, 
and owe the bank until tax-paying time. The 
City of Chicago certainly cannot do the mani- 
fest injustice of employing all these people 
without any right to do so, and without any 
authority to provide for their payment. 

The Times seeks in vain to avoid the ine vi- 
table outcome of its argument that the Con- 
stitution prohibits the incurring of a tempo- 
rary indebtedness, which is, that the City 
Government must be practically disbanded 
until a year’s taxes shall be collected to start 
with. It says that the difficulty can be over- 
come by reducing the taxes by one-half, or to 
an annual expenditure of $2,500,000. This 
would certainly be very grateful to every tax. 
payer, but how would it change the present 
order of things? It would be equally neces- 
sary then as it is now to anticipate the col- 
lection of taxes, though not to the same 
amount of taxes. It would be equally neces- 
sary to incur indebtedness for the services ren- 
dered the city to the extent of $2,500,000, 
and until taxes to that amount could be col- 
lected to liquidate this indebtedness. Now, 
if the city can become indebted lawfully for 
$2,500,000 in anticipation of taxes in this 
manner, then it may lawfully become in- 
debted temporarily for twice that amount if 
it levies twice that amount of taxes. The 
reduction of taxes, then, however desirable 
in itself, will not do away with the practice 
of anticipating the collection of taxes; and, 
if this practice is unconstitutional, then it 
would be equally so with a tax-levy of 
$2,500,000 or $1,000,000 as with a larger 
sum. 

The only certificates of indebtedness which 
Tur Tammo holds to have been unlawfully 
issued are those representing debts unlaw- 
fully incurred,—that is, debts made for 
which there were no appropriations or as- 
sessments of taxes levied for the payment 
thereof. As to debts representing taxes that 
have been lost, we think they should be 
paid, but it is extremely doubtful whether 
certificates can be issued against such de- 
ficite—at least until further assessments are 
levied to pay them. As for those lawfully 
issued to anticipate the collection of taxes 
to pay indebtedness incurred currently for 
services rendered, we hold them to be law- 
ful; and, if they are not lawful, then the 
City Government should be disbanded at 
once until it shall have collected taxes in ad- 
vance of expenditures. 

ANOTHER BANKRUPT NATION. 

The recent refusal of DWnAEIIA to make 
public the report of the special investigation 
which has been made on the part of the En- 
glish Government into the finances of Egypt 
has precipitated a panic in Egyptian securi- 
ties, which have declined from 5 to 7 per 
cent in London. The public mind was pre- 
pared’ for this by the refusal of the English 
Government to appoint one of three Direct- 
ors, to be nominated respectively by Great 
Britain, France, and Italy, to a National 
Bank of Egypt, which should take charge of 
the funding of the Egyptian debt and the 
collection of the taxes to meet the interest. 
The refusal of England to go into this 
scheme is wise. It would be a mere make- 
shift to delay fora time the inevitable bank- 
ruptcy which awaits Egypt, and meanwhile 
the apparent partnership of the English Gov- 
ernment, and the supervision which it would 
be presumed to exercise, would attract the 
investment of new capital in a feeling of se- 
curity that would probably never be realized. 
The English Government is too cautious to 
enter into any such scheme. If the 
money which Egypt got from France for 
the Suez Canal did not hold eut but a 
very few months at most, until the Govern- 
ment was again pressed by its necessities, the 
indications are that the Government is too 
seriously involved to admit of honorable 
liquidation. The retgcence of DAL con- 
cerning it is confirmatory of this view. 

Egypt has simply been overtaken by the 
fate of all people who live beyond their 
means, and endeavor to do more than their 
resources warrant, It is probably as badly off 
as Turkey, though its fimancial embarrass- 
ments are more the result of bad investments 
and abnormal development than of universal 
dissipation and official corruption. By a cu- 
rious indirection, Egypt’s misfortunes began 
with a delusive prosperity brought about by 
the American War of the Rebellion. The 
price of cotton rose to such a figure as to 
dazzle the Egyptians. Men who had worked 
small farms themselves began to hire their la- 
bor, and flocked to the cities to squander 
their.money. They also expended large 
amounts i money on machinery and the 
improvements with which to cultivate 
the barren land. When the decline 
came, the farmers were personally 
bankrupt, and the Government stepped in 
and advanced money on land-mortgages. 
These mortgages were subsequently fore- 
closed, and thus it is said that one-third of 
all the land of Egypt has now passed over to 
the Khedive. Thus the Government has been 
carrying on the business of farming in addi- 
tion to its other schemes. At the same time 
it has been reaching out in all directions, 
building railroads and canals, and carrying 
on gigantic enterprises of internal develop- 
ment. It has also sustained a large army, 
which it has sought, with the aid of Ameri- 
can and English officers, to place on the foot- 
ing of the armies of Western Europe. It 
has undertaken expeditions into the interior 
of Africa, and has conquered and annexed 
territory. All this has been done on credit, 
and now the time for settlement is nearing. 
It is useless to delay it by any deceptive and 
temporary subterfuges, which will only en- 
courage Egypt to continue the extra 
which has betrayed it into all its troubles. 
This is probably the view the English Gov- 
ernment takes of the matter. 
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The action of the Committee on Public 
Buildings of the City Council, in reporting 
favorably on the proposition that the county 
build the city’s portion of the Court-House, 
the latter paying rent therefor, and the prob- 
ability that both the Council and the County 
Board will unite on this plan, has called 
public attention to the Court- 
which has for some time been in abeyance, 
and especially to the subject of the plans for 
that edifice. Some months ago, it may be 
remembered, the two architects— TLAr and 
Eaan—were prevailed upon to waive some of 
the points which had separated them, and to 
prepare compromise plans. Up to that time 
Truuzy had held fast to the rich ornamenta- 
tion of the Eureka design, while Eau had 
duplicated the North Side County Build- 
ing. The latter, in his new drawings, 
made concessions to the architectural 
Ideas of his rival, the result being an incon- 


gruous and curious medley, which conformed 
to the standard of a0 school, and was like 
nothing but itself. When this compromise 
plan was submitted to the County Board and 
adopted by it for the county’s half of the 
building, it was described in the papers, but 
not minutely, since the prospect of any build- 
ing then seemed remote. Since that time, 
however, it has been more critically exam- 
ined, among others by a prominent Chicago 
architect, who states to us that, if the ex- 
terior is constructed according to the present 
designs, it will be a disgrace to the city. In 
other words, his verdict is that the plan is an 
architectural monstresity. and isso outland- 
ishly bad that the building, when erected, will 
disgust the general public almost as much 
as it will the trained eye of the 
architect. The domes, which are to be the 
most expensive feature of the building, are 
commented upon as resembling closely the 
tin cover of a frying-pan,—an observation 
which was made some time ago. It is sug- 
gested, in order to avert the calamity of the 
erection of such a building, that the leading 
architects of the city send in a protest to the 
County Board. There are many reasons, 
however, why this would be unavailing. A 
better course would perhaps be, if the coun- 
ty is to erect the whole building, to return to 
the bald simplicity of Ecan’s original plan, 
which was cheaper than the present one, and 
not so offensive to the educated eye. It will 
not be beautiful, but at least it will not be a 
jumble of the different schools of archi- 
tecture. 


QUEEN OR EMPRESS. 

It is a woman’s vanity or caprice now that 
agitates Great Britain; and because of a 
woman’s idle vanity is it that Lords, Com- 
mons, and people have been all torn up in 
mind about a ridiculous bauble. Were not 
that woman the Queen, the common sense of 
the United Kingdom wonld ignore the 
whole matter as childish. As it is, all classes 
and ranks, despite their loyalty, are more 
than half-ashamed of it. But the divinity 
that doth hedge about the Crown has sufficed 
to invest with such sanctity her veriest whim 
that Da ponderously treats it as a 
grave State question, Parliament wrestles 
with it, the press elaborately discusses it, and 
the whole British public is wrought up over 
it. Queen or Empress is what the pother is 
about. Since her Majesty's daughter mar- 
ried the Crown Prince of Prussia, the latter 
has been elevated to the rank of Prince Im. 
perial of the German Empire. Then the Duke 
of Edinburg married a daughter of the 
Czar of Russia The result is, that, ac- 
cording to the code of etiquette that obtains 
in regal circles, Vuicroria’s daughter and 
daughter-in-law, both wearing Imperial titles, 
outrank the Queen herself, as well as her un- 
married daughter Bzarrice and the Mar- 
chioness of Lom. In short, not to put too 
fine a point upon it, by that code, inexorable 
as the laws of the Medes and Persians, Queen 
Vieroria, the beautiful Beatrice, and the 
Marchioness of Lonxx, occupy a degraded po- 
sition as compared with two other members 
of the family,—the Imperial Princess of Ger- 
many, and Her Imperial Highness, the Duch- 
eas of Edinburg. The scandal that resulted 
from the efforts to degrade the latter toa 
rank below Bxrarsricz, by a series of cruel 
snubs at Court-receptions and the like, is not 
yet hushed. That course of treatment to- 
wards the Princess Imperial of Germany is 
as impossible as it proved futile toward the 
Duchess of Edinburg, so something’s got to 
be done to save Vicroria’s dignity, and to en- 
able her to sleep soundly of nights and to en- 
joy her dinner. 

It happens that, under the British Constitu- 
tion, she can never be more than Queen—the 
Imperial power being vested solely and ex- 
clusively in Parliament, which, by changing 
the succession, as it has done, can make and 
unmake Kings and Queens. But there is the 
greatest of the British colonial dependencies, 
India, an Empire in territorial extent and 
with 200,000,000 population, and her Majesty 
at last settled that her digestion and vonted 
placidity of temper would be restored if to 
her other titles were added Empress of India. 
It wasand is an awful question, that of her 
Majesty’s digestion and temper, and right 
loyally has her Majesty's Prime Minister ad. 
dressed himself to’ it. It is only necessary 
to read his speech in Parliament to grasp 
some conception of the momentous in- 
terests staked upon the Royal peace 
o mind on a point of etiquette. 
Bringing profound historic research 
to bear, he prepared the way for what was to 
follow by showing that Royal Majesty 
meant precisely the same as ‘‘ Imperial Maj- 
esty,” wherefore nobody could object to de- 
claring her Royal Majesty her “Imperial 
Majesty.” But it was only, he declared, by 
the amplification of title that they could 
touch and satisfy the imagination of nations.” 
And that was what was the matter. Her 
loyal subjects in India, inspired thereto, we 
presume, more especially by the gallant pig- 
sticking exploits of the Prince of Wales, 
yearned and pined, with longing unutterable, 
to have her for their Empress. Queen only did 
not touch and satisfy their imagination; 
nothing less than the Imperial title could 
do that. The loyal Commons listened, and, 
after some discussion, were convinced, and 
passed the bill, which is now before the 
House of Lords, and of course will be 
passed. 

And now comes the rub. The London Times, 
which pre-eminently is the organ of British 
sturdy common-sense, and did not hesitate to 
declare DianaxLx's argument in support of the 
bill ‘‘ ludicrously inconclusive,” comes to the 
front and strongly declares that, in fact, Her 
Majesty can have, and will have, no Imperial 
powers in India, so that more than ever the 
title will be,ridiculous. English power in 
India indeed is Imperial, but it vested not 
in the Queen, but in Parliament, which relin- 
quishes no jot or tittle of its imperial prerog- 
atives there. Then, as to touching and sat- 
isfying the fervid Indian imagination, the 
Times explains, first, that the Indians have 
not heard about the proposed addition to her 
title; next, that in all probability they never 
will, for there is no equivalent in their tongue 
for the word Empress, and no words in it 
would express a higher rank than that ex- 
pressed by the present title they give her of 
‘* Kaiserim,” or The Omnipoterft One.” In- 
deed, how shecan be ranked higher than The 
Omnipotent One” cannot be discovered, 
though those who profess acquaintance 
with the capabilities of the Indian tongue 
affect to believe that Padishow, as she 
would be known, if the bill pass, would go 
beyond the superlative, ‘‘The Omnipotent 
One.” However, without doubt the bill will 
pass. It is to be trusted it will save her 
Majesty the pangs inflicted by etiquette, the 
code of which even Parliament cannot amend. 
And as the English will have Royalty set over 
them, it certainly is their duty to ease, as far 
as may be, the pangsof Royalty. But what 
then of poor Loaxz, who, when the Imperial 
honors fall also on his wife, will: be farther 
then ever separated from her sodiaily, and | 


who will not be suffered to take his dinner at 
the same table with his own progeny, When 
these make their advent? Our parvenues are 
bad enough, but, bad as they are, they never 
could involve us in such a peck of trouble 
about nothing, as has the Royal family with 
its blue-blood brought upon England in this 
matter. 


It is announced that Mayor Corvry has at- 
tached his signature to the annual appro- 
priation bill as it passed the Council, which 
appropriated the money of the tax-payers for 
the ensuing nine months at the rate of 
$5,600,000 for the year. This sum, in the 
face of hard times, a barren Treasury,crippled 
credit, and with a serious doubt whether any 
arrangement for borrowing money can be 
made, is altogether the most extravagant 
and outrageous piece of official extravagance 
to which this city has been forced to submit 
for years. An appropriation of five anda 
half millions for a year will cost the tax- 
payers as many days’ work to earn the money 
as eight millions would require before the 
panic: Measured by the purchasing power 
of money, by the difficulty of raising taxes, 
by the quantity of property that sum will 
buy or amount of labor it would hire in private 
hands, it is by one-third the heaviest assess- 
ment ever made on the tax-payers of this city. 

It cannot be urged on Col vrx's behalf that 
he was powerlegs, for he has full authority, 
under the Mayor's bill, to veto any single 
item or any number of items in the bill with- 
out jeopardizing the bill as a whole. If he 
had been at all inclined to listen to the de- 
mand of the tax-payers, he would have exer- 
cised that right, and thus cut off a few hun- 
dred of the supernumerary tax-eaters that are 
living upon the public. But this is precisely 
what Mr. Corum did not want to do. The 
Ring of TwentyOne” that voted against call- 
ing an election for Mayor are thus rewarded for 
their treachery to the people by the retention 
of their ward-bummers as sidewalk-inspect- 
ors, water-police, etc., etc. Even Convmi's 
lickspittle organ protested against his affix- 
ing his signature to the bill, in the following 
words: 

If Mayor Collum wants to neutralize what he claims 
to be the lies told about him by some of the papers, 
let him use his powers as Mayor, and veto such por- 
tions of the Appropriation bill as are unnecessary to 
the efficient and economical conduct of the affairs of 
the city. A few judicioas strokes of his pen at this 
point will be an eloquent and conclusive reply to the 
slanders of his enemies, 

But Col vm understands on what terms the 
Council Ring refused to oust him, and he has 
now paid the price for his holding over,—but 
at the expense of the tax-payers. 


Ald. Hrprers, the special counsel for 
the Ad Interim Mayor, pettifogged Mr. 
Couvin’s case to the satisfaction of the 
Twenty-One. The most impudent and un- 
truthful thing he said was, that the Supreme 
Court had decided that Corvin had a legal 
right to continue in office beyond his term 
until April, 1877! The simple facts of the 
cage are these : The Citizens’ Association, be- 
coming apprehensive that Corum would so 
manipulate a majority of the Council that 
they would neglect to provide for a special 
election for Mayor this spring to fill the ex- 
isting vacancy, applied to the Supreme 
Court for an order commanding them to call 
such an election. The Supreme Court heard 
the arguments pro and con, and refused, 
by a tie vote, either to command the Coun- 
cil to call the election, or to decide that they 
could or should not call one. The Court mere- 
ly declined to issue the writ of mandamus. 
They did not decide that the Common Coun- 
cil should not call a special election, but 
merely that the Court declined to compel 
them to do it. The Court relegated the 
whole question back to the Couneil to deter- 
mine whether they would or not order an 
election for Mayor. The matter was left en- 
tirely to the discretion and judgment of the 
local legislative body, and a majority of that 
body have deliberately voted to nullify the 
popular will, prevent the people from select- 
ing their own Mayor, and continue the pres- 
ent usurpation a year longer. Perhaps the 
people will acquiesce in this outrage, and 
then may be they won't. 


Mr. Parwz, of Ohio, may now be counted 
among the defunct doctors of finance—killed 
by a dose of his own patent medicine, His 
bill was a fraud; it came as near being 
meaningless and purposeless as anything 
which could have been devised. All there 
was in it was that the Government should 
pay 6 per cent interest for $10,000,000 in 
gold annually, the gold to be put away until 
it accumulated to $100,000,000,—and the 
banks were to do the same thing, and that 
was all of it. The House yesterday by atwo- 
third vote refused to receive the bill. That 
monstrosity having been put out of the way, 
now let Congress go to work and remove the 
restrictions upon the banks and the people, 
resuming specie values when they can and 
when they please. The Banking law as it 
stands, and the Legal-Tender act as it stands, 
both prohibit the resumption of specie-pay- 
ments. Let Congress address itself to some- 
thing practical, and have done with the wild 
and visionary sehemes which are wholly im- 
practicable. 


Ald. Tom Barzy and Im O Bam, of the 
„ bloody Ninth,” went back on their constitu- 
ents in the matter of electing a Mayor this 
spring. In the slang of the day, they laid 
down on them” and gave them away.” A 
very decided majority of the voters of the 
old Ninth are Home-Rulers, and don’t be- 
lieve in the divine right of Kings to rule, 
either in Chicago or Ireland. These treach- 
erous Aldermen will be very apt to hear 
something drop on election-day.

CREAT FLOODS. 
THE NEW ENGLAND DAMS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, March 27.—The damage by the 
freshet on Saturday over New England must 
have been over $1,000,000, and perhaps a dozen 
lives were lost. Miniature Mill-Rrver disasters 
were seen on all sides. The city was com- 
paratively unharmed, choked sewers and 
cess-pools being the worst damaged. At 
Cunton, Mossy Pond, which furnishes 
a broad plateau of 150 acres, gave way and was 
soon drained. A tannery was knocked from its 
foundations, four tenement houses floated away, 
and 100 rods of fence and road were washed 
away. At Fullerville the wooden mill buildings 
were swept away and not a vestige left. The 
damage in the Shetucket, Quinebang, and 
Yontie Valleys alone was hundreds of 
thousands, In Norwich the churches were de- 
serted, and thousands were excitedly helping to 
save property. At the foot of Shetucket-street 
hill the water was 2 feet deep, and on the 
wharves themselves, ordinarily 8 feet or more 
above the water, men were navigating in boats 
and on rafts. The Baltic dam gave way at 
about noon, and soon the stream began to rise 
rapidly, and on its foaming bosom came down 
bales of cotton, whisky-barrels, a buzz-scaw, 
and tables and all sorte of furniture. The 
water was 13 inches higher than in the great 
flood of 1857, and 5 inches higher than in 1807, 
when there was a destructive freshet at Balti- 
more. A boat was capsized and four lives lost 
at Versailles. Mrs. Coleman, who had become 
a mother but three days before, jumped from a 
window and was drowned with her babe. At 
Taftville George Blackman was caught 
while in a boat, with the debris, and borne 
helplessly over the dam, standing erect.

Harro, Conn., March 27.—The damage by 
the floods on the line of the Connecticut River 
was very much heavier than at first re- 
ported. The water is now 16 feet above 
low-water mark. Ihe meadows alongside the 
river ars thoroughly flooded. The dam of the 
East Haddam Dock Company was carried away 
and the water took with it on its course the 
house of a Mr. Moody, with all its contents, Mr. 
Moody barely escaping with his life. The large 
covered bridge at Leesville, East Haddam, cost- 
ing $70,000, was also carried away. The dams of 
Savage 4 North and Stiles 4 Parker, Staddle- 
hill, near Middleton, were also car- 
ried away, the damage being $5.000 at 
these two dams. The dam of the Billings 
& Whitney Company, at Rocky Hill, was also 
carried away, and with it the major part of the 
large machine-sbop, the loss being in the neigh- 
bor hood of $8,000 or $10,000. The dam and 
grist-mill of H. 8. Baldwin, at Durham, was de- 
stroyed by the breaking away of the dam of H. 
Tucker’s saw-mil, about a mile above 
on the Salmon River. This is the third 
time Baldwin's dam has been carried away 
in three years.

It is 
not known that any lives were lost, but it is ro- 
ported that two men are missing who were 
known to have been in one of buildings 
destroyed.

TERMINAL CHARGES. 

There is but little prospect that the Board of 
Trade Committee on Transportation will succeed 
in bringing about a reduction of the present 
high terminal charges made at this point on 
grain shipments. The Committee claim to have 
the signatures of all the elevator men agreeing 
to do away with the charge of $1 per car for 
trimming, provided the railroads will abolish 
82 charge of $2 per car for switching. 

the Committee have been anxious and 
diligent in getting the elevator men to sign 
such an agreement, it has done as vet nothing 
at all to get the railroad men to abolish the 
switching charge. It is claimed that the agree- 
mept was signed by the elevator men 
on the understanding that the railroad 
men would under no consideration agree to 
the abolishing of the ewiteching charges. 
The elevator men wish to throw all the blame 
upon the railroad men; but are, however, acting 
in concert with them, and do their best to defeat 
the outrageously high . 
charges. It is true there are two or 
three railroads which have signified their will 
ingness to reduce or abolish the charges for 
switching, but a majority of them are decidedly 
I to any concession whatever, and unless 
all act in harmony nothing can be done. The 
managers of the Northwestern Railroad, for in- 
stance, have declared that they will under no 
consideration reduce the charge for switching. 
The reluctance of the managers of this road to 
aid in bringing about this much-needed reform 
is explained on the ground that this line has a 
large income from these charges, and has an in-

A Few Specimens Out ot the 
Choice Collection, 


How Aldermen Seek to Perpetuate 
Themselves. 


The Selections of Hildreth, Marphy, and 
Sweeney. 


Adjournment ef the Council to Dodge Action 
on the Matter. 


When the arrangements for calling 3 
city election were in progress the Aldermen 
from the different wards were invited by the 


Committee having the call in charge to furnish - 


names tor judges and cierks in the different 
precincts. They did so, and the lists as pre- 
pared by the Aldermen were a part of the Com- 
mittee's report, and were adopted by the Coun- 
cil and voted on without amendment, it being 
deemed discourteous for one ward delegation to 
interfere in the selections made by the 
Aldermen from another ward.

MARK TWALN’S DUEL, 
Ris Wonderful Escape. 
Mark Twain contributes the following to Tom 
Hood’s Annual : 


The only merit I claim for the following nar- 


rative is that it is a true story. It has a moral 
on the end of it, but I claim nothing on that, 
as it is merely throwa in to curry favor with the 
religions element. 

After I had reported a couple of years on the 
Virginia City (Nev.) Daily Enterprise they pro- 
moted me to be Editor-in-Chief; andI lasted 
just a week by the watch. But 1 made an un- 
commonly lively newapaper while I did last, and 
when I retired bad a duel on my hands and 
three horsewhippiogs promised me. 

The latter I made no attempt to collect ; how- 
ever, this story concerns oniy the former. It 
was the old flush times” of the silver excite- 
ment, when the population was wonderfully wild 
and mixed; everybody went armed to the teeth, 
and all sights and insults had to be atoned for 
with the best article of blood your systera could 
furnish. Iu the course of my editing I made 
trouble witha Mr. Lord, the editor of a rival 
paper. He flew up about some little trifle or 
other that I said about him—I do not remember 
now what it was. I suppose I calied him a thief, 
or a body-spatcher, or ap idiot, or something like 
that; I was obliged to make the paper readable, 
and i couldu't fail in my duty to a whole com- 
munity of subscribers merely to save the ex- 

gerated sensitivepess of an individual. Mr. 
Lord was offended, and replied vigorously im his 
paper. Vigoronsly means a great deal when it 
refers to a personal editorial in a frontier news- 
paper. Dueling was all the fashion among the 
upper classes in that conntry, and very few 
gentiemen would throw away the opportunity of 
fighting one. To Kill ope man in a duel caused 
a man to be even more looked up to than to kill 
two men inthe ordinary way. Well, out there 
if you abused aman and that man did not like 
it, you had to call him out and kill him, other- 
wise you would be disgraced. Sol challenged 
Mr. Lord, and I did hope he would not accept ; 
but I knew perfectly weil that he did not want 
to fight, and so I challenged him in the most 
violent aud implacable manner. And then I sat 
down andenuffed and snuffed till the answer 
came. All the boys—the editors—were ia the 
office helping“ me in the dismal business, and 
telling about duels and discussing the code with 
alot of aged ruilians, who had experience in 
such matters, and altogether there was a loving 
interest taken in the matter that made me un- 

ably uncomfortable. The anawer came 

r. Lord deelmed. Qur boys were furious, and 
so was I on the surface. 

Isent him another challenge, and another, 
andthe more he did not want to fight the more 
bloodthirsty I became.

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THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


Arrest of Sexton and Superin- | 
tendent Handley. 

The Plans and Specifications *ubmitted 
for Bailey’s Appreval. 


When Mike Bailey, the Superintendent of 
Buildings of this city, arose yesterday morning 
be put on his coat-of-mail, and s@zed his war- 
like implements, determined upon carrying war 
into Africa, so far as Architect Cochrane, Con- 
tractor Sexton, and Supt. Handley, of the new 
County Hospital, were concerned, He insisted 
that they had failed to comply with the city laws 
in any particular, in the erection of the kitchea 
foundations, and he was determined that they 
shou!d suffer for their acts, and thus in future 
be deterred from setting the Building law at 
defiance. 

Yesterday morning at an early hour Hermann 
Van Langen and Ole Oleson, two of Bailey's In- 
Bpectors, were sent out to hunt up 

JUSTICE SCULLY 

and Oapt. Mis, so that in case the former is- 
sued a warrant, the latter could furnish a posse 
of police to serve it. About 10 o'clock Architect 
Cochrane filed the necessary specifications re- 
required by the city in Mike Bailey's offiee. 
They were read and pondered over and 
found satisfactory, but the plans were 
wanted also, in orderthat they might be stamped 
if approved of. This presentation of the plans 
was in part refused. 60 Mike Bailey save, and at 
1130 had not been tiled. A dispatch was sent to 
Van Langen, at the Madison Street Station, to 
have the work stopped, and to take with him a 
posse sufficient to compel compliance with the 
edict. Before that, at an earlier hour, Van Lan- 
gen and Oleson had been to the grounds and 
ordered the Walls, which they had previously 
condemned, torn down before any more work 
was done, or all would be arrested. At 12:15 

ARCHITECT COCHRANE AND CONTRACTOR SEXTON 
appeared in Bailey’s office, in the City Hall, with 
a copy of the specificatious of their contract and 
tue p Mike was out, but came m shortly 
after. A Tamuxx reporter just then came in, 
and Mr. Cochrane accused him of having made 
a false statement, in Suoday’s issue, in so far as 
saying that be (Cochrane) took the specifica- 

tions away from the County Board before 
the contract was let. He did take them 
away after they were approved of to make a 
copy, but returned them again before the con- 
tract was let. As to the specifications given to 
Willard, they were not charged for, but he was 
charged an extra set of plans drawa up for him, 
which he desired. Mr. Cochrane charged him 
$200, a merely nominal price, and with a full and 
clear understanding debween both parties previ- 
ously had. 

THE Lax APPROVED. 

Van Langen then examined Cochrane’s plans, 
which were approved of, and so this part of the 
troubie was over. Just before ering: Ir. Sexton 
gave vent to his feelings, and called Mr. Bailey 
a sneak,” to which the latter responded that 
he bad only done his duty, and would do so 
again. During the course of the conversation 
Sexton got considerably angered, and Bailey 
turned red in the face. Several of the emploves 
had the spunges in order te wash the com- 
batants in case of an emergency, but no blood 
was spilled. And geo ended the rst act in the 
day's melodrama, Having obtained a permit, 
Messys Cochraue and Sexton departed. 

A COMPLAINT LODGED. 

The next step taken was to send Van Langen 
to the Law Department in order to get a com- 
plaint drawn up against the presumed infringers 
of the city urdisapce. Justice Boyden drew it 
up in the required form, setting forth that J. C. 
Cochrane, P. J. Sexton, and William Handley 
had violated Secs, 9, 59, and 63 of an ordinance 
adopted by the City Couacil Nov. 25, 1875, regu- 
lating the erecting of buildings within the City 
of Chicago. This affidavit was sworg to before 
Justice Scully. who iseued his warrant. 

In the meantime Capt. Ellis had dispatched 
four faithful * bobbies from the Hinman Street 
Station, who went dovu to the seat of war. 
They were received with due respect, and quar- 
tered in one of the rooms of the Hospital, Capt. 
Ellis adding dignity to the posse by his pres- 
ence,

Both men were soon brcught together, and then 
Sexton read the warrant, which they acknowl- 
edged. He and Handler next jum into the 
former's buggy and drove to the West Madison 
Street Police Station, being accompanied by 
Tue Tamer reporter, the oflicers believing 
tust their prisoners would be there to furnish 


bail. 

Arrived at the tation howe, both men fur- 
nished bail in $200 each so sppear Saturday, 
Aprill,—Timotby O’Brien, the sewer-builder, be- 
coming their surety. 

WHAT BAILEY AVERS. 

Mike Bailey says the specifications are all 
right, but the foundation walls have not been 
built according to the specifications, and 
thas is where the rub comes in. He 
says, further, that he will insist upon 
the objectionable walls bei torn 
down, and that they be laid in g mortar, 
After Sexton and Handiey had given bail, they 
repaired to the County Building, where Sexton 
had a long interview with County-Attorney 
Rountree, but what the gist of it was was not 
learned. Sexton claims that he is under 650. 000 
bonds for the good and faithful performance of 
his contract, which he has to complete within 
100 days, at the peril of forfeiting $100 a day for 
each day over that the building remaios 
nofinished. He says if there bas been bad 
mortar used it was without his knowledge or 
consent. 

Last evening Mr. Cochrane called at Bailey’s 
Office, where a thorough compromise was effect- 
ed and his name withdrawn from the warrant. 
The architect agreed that no more work should 
be done on the foundation walls now up, uptii 
they were thoroughly examined by experts, and 
that an entirely new wall should be commenced 
this morning that would comply fully with the 
city ordinance. It is probable also that the 
charges against Sexton and Handley will also be 


withdrawa. oa eek:

A NICE TECHNICALITY. 
JAILER DOYLE ACQUITTED. 


The case of Jailer Doyle, indicted for allowing 


@prisoner named Michael Madden to escape 
from the jail, came up in the Criminal Court 
yesterday, and he was promptly acquitted with- 
out the jury leaving their seats. There was no 
want of evidence as to the escape, but the word- 
ing of the statute touching the offense stood in 
the way of his conviction. The indictment had 
been drawa from the statute, and set 
forth that Doyle had voluntarily“ al- 
lowed Madden to pass in and out 
The prosecution 
failed to show by witnesses that Doyle knew of 
the absence of Madden from the jail, and, while 
no one dieputed the escape, the Jailer’s com- 
plicity could only be made presumptive “ negli- 
gence,” which the law-makers had failed to 
make an offense in the statute under which he 
bad been indicted. Thus, by a technicality, the 
indictment was not sustained, in the opinion of 
the Court, and the case was accordingly dis- 


The evidence elicited by the prosecation is sp- 
pended, not only to convey to the public an idea 
of the laxity of the mapagement of the jail, but 
to show the imperfections of the law and the pro- 
tection it throws around officials under certain 
circumstances. It is a severe indictment of

Most of them were known to be suns, 
arid many appearing to have doubles,as if by 
their enormous attractions they carried slong 
with them other bodies. By means of the spec- 
troscope, the colors of the stars had been 
separated and their chief edients defined. 
Tine amount of light coming them, while 
au fiicient to reach around the earth three times 
in @ second, required at the least three years to 
trawel across the vast intervening space to the 
earth; and in the case of Sirius it required about 
twe:aty vears. The latter body afforded a good 
iliustration of the inferiority of the sun, as it 
ve forth four times as much light as the star 
cida and was five times as far away. 
The iecturer again made use of his illuminated 
views, first showing upon the rear wall of the 
stage the spectra of the star Sirius, having the 
rainbow-tinted streak crossed by dark lines. In- 
vestigation, he said, had determined that there 
was a large infusion of iron in the atmosphere. 
Various other pictures were introduced illustrat- 
ing the subject further. 
In 1866 there suddenly appeared in the North- 
ern Crown constellation a brilliant star, which 
was at first sup to be a new addition to the 
firmament. hen astronomers looked over 
their charts, however, they found that it was an 
old star, which had for some unaccountable reason 
sprung from the tenth to the second magnitude, 
and had increased 800 times in brightness, The 
game freak is liable to overtake our sun. How 
near it came to this in 1843 cannot be known, but 
it is certain that the comet of that vear came 80 
close to the sun that its tail must have swept 
over it.

They had found that there 
were millions on millions of stars extending 
throughout all space, and they bad determined 
that, among the grard throng, some must be 
the abodes of life. The pursuit of knowledge 
led people, as ina dream, to the thresnold of 
eternity.

I. N. Hardin’s Partner Denies the 
Former’s Allegations, 


Peculiar Rottenness of the Atlantic & 
Pacific Insurance Company.

‘HARDIN VS. CUSHMAN. 
THE ANSWER. 

About two months ago Isaac N. Hardin, « 
member of the well-known banking firm of 
Cushman 4 Hardin, filed a bill against his co- 
partner asking for an account and dissolution 
of partnership, and making sundry charges of 
fraud and ill- management. 

Yesterday Mr. W. H. W. Cushman filed his 
answer, in which he showed that he takes « very 
different view of affairs from Hardin. After 
setting out the organization of the firm in 1865, 
Cushman says that he paid into the firm $50,000, 
while Hardin did not contribute any money at 
all, but took the chief control of the busi- 
ness. Defendant admits he contributed large 
sums beyond the $50,000, and thinks that he 
must have furnished $250,000 besides the capi- 
tal, but he charges that instead of compelling 
Hardin to use it in recklesa speculation, the lat- 
ter in every instance suggested the real estate 
which was to be bought, and if any loss oc- 
curred it was his fault. It is further denied 
that the payment of interest on the amounts ad- 
vanced to the firm em it or the com- 
plainant, and that if the firm was crippled after 
the great fire it was through the indiscreet and 
in judicious conduct of Hardin in loaning large 
sums of money to irresponsible parties on in- 
sufficient securities, andin issuing certificates 
of deposit when there was no money in bank 
with which to meet them. 

in regard to his suddenly withdrawing about 
$20,000 without notice, and in fraud of his 
agreement, Cushman says that it was not so; 
that in ad dition to bis capital advances he kept 
a large private account with the firm, on the 
understanding that he should be allowed to 
withdraw it on giving proper notice, and that 
the $20,000 was part of such private accourit. 
The defendant denies that he sold certain land 
in Henderson County in fraud of complainant's 
rights, or that he had H. H. Honore convey 
egg to him which belonged to the 

m. Various other transactions charged 
in the bill to be fraudulent are either 
denied or explained, and in conclusion Cush- 
man charges that Hardin has since 1867 
conducted the business of the firm recklessly ; 
that he has bought land with firm-moneys, 
which he bas placed in bisown name or that of 
bis wife; that he has overdrawn his account. 
and is now indebted to the firm in the sum of 
at least 20,000. 

Amoug the assets of the firmis an interest in 
the lumber frm of Cushman, Calkins & Co,, 
worth $150,000. Defendant has asked Hardin to 
give bis personal attendance to it, but the latter 
has refused, and the business is in danger of 
being ruined. In conclusion, Cushman denies 
each and every allegation of fraud and unfair 
dealing, aod asks to have the suit dismissed. 

THE LUMBER SUIT. 

In the suit of Hardin vs. W. H. W. Cushman 
and J. W. Calkins to dissolve a partnership in 
the lamber business, Cushman also filed his 
answer yesterday setting out that the lumber 
firm of Cushman, Calkias & Co. was formed ino 
1869; that in 1872 the banking business of 
Cushman & Hardin being substantially closed 
defendant ked his partner Hardin to go to 
Michigan and saperintend the lumber business, 
it comprising some of tte assets of the banking 
tirm. Hardin, however, -efused. and the couse- 
quence has been that the lumber firm became 
seriously embarrassed. Cushman further de- 
nies that be has conspired with Calkins to injure 
Hardin, or that he has been guilty of any fraud 
or unfair dealing, aud ass for the usual relief.
